Hereas in the Firſt year of the late 
Queen Elizabeth there was one 
Uniform Order of Common Ser- 
3 vice and Prayer , and of the Ad- 
n miniſtration of Sacraments, Rites 
Wy and Ccremce-1ies in the Church 
of England ( agreeable to rhe 
@ \Vord of God, and uſage of the 
Bd Primitive Church ) compiled by 
SIT che Reverend Biſhops and Clergy, 
{et forth in one Book, Entiruled, 
The book of Common Prayer and Adminiſtration of Sacra- 
ments, and other Rites and Ceremonies in the Church of En- 
oland, and enjoyned to be uſed by A& of Parliament, 
holden in the (aid Firſt year of the ſaid late Queen , En- 
rituled, An Ad for the Vniformity of Common Prayer , and 
Service in the Church , and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, 
very comfortable ro all good people defirous to live in 
Chriſtian converſation, and moſt profitable ro the Eſtare 
of this Realm, upon the which the Mercy , Favour, and 
Bleſſing of Almighty God is in no wiſe ſo readily and 
plentifully poured, as by Common Prayers , due uhng of 
the Sacraments, and often Preaching of the Goſpel, with de- 
votion of the hearers : And yet this notwithitanding, a great 


number of peoplc mn divers parts of this Realm, tollowing 
their own ſcn{uality, and living withour knowledge and due 


fear of God,do wiltully and Schiſmarically abſtain, and refuſe 
ro come to their Parith Churches and other Publick places 
where Common Prayer , Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, 
and preaching of the Word of God is uſed upon the Sundays 
and other days ordained and appointed to be kept and obſcr- 
ved as Holy days : And whereas by the great and ſcandalous 
negle& of Miniſters in the ſaid Order , or Liturgy ſo fer 
forth and enjoyned as aforeſaid, great miſchiefs and incon- 
veniences , during the times of the late unhappy troubles, 
have ariſen and grown; and many people have been led 
into Factions and Schiſms, to the great decay and ſcandal 
of the Reformed Religion of the Church of England, and 
to the hazard of many ſouls: For prevention whereof in 
time to come, for ſettling the Peace of the Church, and for 
allaying the preſent diftempers, which the indiſpoſition of the 
time hath contrated, The Kings Majeſty (according to His 
Declaration of the Five and twentieth of Ottober, One thou- 
{and fix hundred and fixty) granted His Commiſſion un- 
der the great Seal of Enyland, to ſeveral Biſhops and other 
Divines to review the Book of Common Prayer, and to pre- 
pare ſuch Alterations and Additions, as they tifoughr fit to 
offer ; And afterwards the Convocations of both the Provin- 
ces of Canterbury and York, being by His Majeſty called and 
aſſembled ( and now fitting ) His Majeſty hath been pleaſed 
ro Authorize and require the Preſidents of rhe ſaid Conyoca- 
tions, and other the Biſhops and Clergy of the ſame, to re- 
view the ſaid Book of Common Prayer, and the Book of the 
Form and manner of the Making and Conſecrating of Biſhops, 
Prieſts and Deacons; And thar after mature conſideration, 
they ſhould make ſuch Additions and Alterations in the ſaid 
Books reſpeRively, as to them ſhould ſeem meer and conve- 
nient; And ſhould exhibir and preſent the ſame to His Ma- 
jeſty in writing, for his further allowance or confirmation z 
fince which time, upon full and mature deliberation, they 
the ſaid Preſidents, Biſhops, and Clergy of both Provinces 
have accordingly reviewed the ſaid Books, and have made 
ſome Alterations which they think fir to be inſerted tro xhe 
{fame ; and ſome Additional Praycrs to the ſaid Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, to be uſed upon proper and emergent occaſions ;

parts of Wales, where the Engliſh tongue .is not commonly 
underſtood. | 

And tothe end that the true and perfe& Copies of this 
AR, and the {aid Book hereunto annexed may belafely kepr, 
and perpetually preſerved, and for the,avoiding of all diſ- 
putes for the time ro come; Be it therefore EnaQed by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That the reſpe&ive Deans and Chapters 
of every Cathedral, or Collegiate Church, within England 
and Wales, ſhall at their proper coſts and charges, before 
the twenty fifth day of December, One thouſand fix hun- 
dred fixty and two, obtain under the Great Seal of England 
a true and perfe& Copy of this A&, and of the ſaid 
Book annexed hcreunto, to be by the ſaid Deans and 
Chapters, and rheir Succeſſours kept and preſerved in ſafery 
for ever, and to be alſo produced, and ſhewed forth in any 
Court of Record, as often as rhey ſhall be thereunto law= 
fully required; And alſo there ſhall be delivered true and 
perte& Copies of this A&, and of the ſame Book into the 
reſpe&ive Courts at Weſtminſter, and into the Tower of

Provided always, That whereas the Six and thirtieth Article 
of the Nine and thirty Articles agreed upon by the Archbi- 
ſhops, and Biſhops of both Provinces, and the whole Clergy in 
the Convocation holden at London, in the year of our Lord, 
One thouſand five hundred fixty two,for the avoiding of diver- 
fities of opinions, and for eſtabliſhing of conſent, touching true 
Religion, is in theſe words following, viz, | 


That the Book of Conſecration of Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and 
Ordaining of Prieſts and Deacons lately ſet forth. in the time of 
King Edward the Sixth, and confirmed at the ſame time by Autho= 


zity of Parliament , doth contain all things neceſſary to ſuch Con. 


ſecration and Ordaining , neither hath it any thing that of it ſelf is 
ſuperſtitions, and ungodly; And therefore whoſoever are Conſe- 
elied or Ordered according to the Rites of that Book, ſince the ſe- 
cond year of the aforenamed King Edward unto this time, or here- 


afier ſhall be Conſecrated or Ordeved according to the ſame Rites ; 
We decree all ſuch to be rightly, orderly, and lawfully Conſecrated 
and Ordered ; 


It be Enacted, and be it therefore GnaQed by the Autho- 
rity aforeſaid , Thar all Subſcriptions hereafter to be had or 
made unto the ſaid Articles, by any Deacon, Prieſt, or Ec- 
clefiaſtical perſon, or ocher perſon whatſoever, who by this 
AQ or any other Law now in force is required to Subſcribe 
unto the ſaid Articles , ſhall be conſtrued and taken to ex- 
tend, and ſhall be applied ( for. and touching. the ſaid Six 
and thirtieth Article ) unto the Book: containins the Form 
and Manner of Making, Ordaining, and Conſecraring -of 
Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons in this A&+menrtioned, in ſuch 
ſort and manner as the ſame did heretofore extend unto the 
Book (ſer forth in the time of King Edward the Sixth , men- 
tioned in the ſaid Six and thirtiech Article; Any thing in 
the ſaid Article, or in any Statutc, A&, or Canon heretofore 
=_ = made , to the contrary thereof in any wiſe norwirh..

Provided alſo, That the Book of Common Prayer,and Admi-- 
niſtration of the Sacraments,and other Rites and Ceremonies of 
this Church of England, together with the Form and Manner 
of Ordaining, and Conſecrating Biſhops , Prieſts and Deacons 
heretofore in uſe, and reſpe&ively eſtabliſhed by A& of Par- 
liament in the Firſt and Eighth years of Queen Elizabeth, ſhall. 
be {till uſed and obſerved in the Church of England, until the 
Feaſt of Saint Bartholomew, which ſhall be in the year of our 
Lord God, One thouſand fix hundred fixty and two, | 
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A T hath been the Wiſdom of the Church of England, ever ſince the firſt compiling of her Publick, 
S; Liturgy, to keep the Mean between the two Extremes, of too much ſtiffneſs in refuſing, and of too much 
eaſineſs in admitting any variation from it, For, as on the one ſide Common Experience ſheweth, that 
where a change hath been made of things adviſedly eſtabliſhed ( no evident neceſſity ſo requiring ) ſun= 
dry inconveniences have thereupon enſued; and thoſe many times more, and preater then the evils 
that were intended to be remedied by ſuch change : So on the other ſide, the particular Forms of Divine 
Wh Worſhip, and the Rites, and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed therein, being things in their oven nature 
indifferent, and alterable, and ſo acknowledged ; it is but reaſonable , that upon weighty and important 
conſrderations , according to the various exigency of times and occaſcons, ſuch ckanges and alterations 
ſhould. be made therein, as to thoſe that ave in place of Authority ſhould from time to time ſeem either 
neceſſary or expedient, — we find, that in the Reipns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memor 
ſence the Reformation , the Church upon juſt and weighty conſiderations her thereunto moving , hat 
yielded to make ſich alterations in ſome particulars , as in their reſpettive times were thought convenient : yet ſo, as that the main Body 
and Eſſentials of it ( as well in the chiefeſt materials , as in the frame and order thereof ) have ſtill continued the ſame unto this day, 
and do yet ſtand firm and unſbaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts and impetuous aſſaults made againſt it by ſuch men 
a are pus ” change , and have always diſcovered a greater regard to their oyn private fancies and intereſts , then to that duty they 
owe to t lick, 

By  -- +404 JO] end for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe of the Tituvgy ( though injoyrtd by the Laws of the Land., and 
thoſe Laws never yet repealed ) came , during the late unhappy confuſrons , to be diſcontinued , 3s too well knoren to the world , and 
we are not willing here to remember. But when upon His Majeſties happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, that, among ſt other things, 
the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe ( the ſame kaving neveF#been legally aboliſhed ) unleſs ſome timely means were uſed 
to prevent it ; thoſe men who under the late uſurped powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to render the people diſaffetted there= 
unto, ſaw themſeleves in point of reputaion and pref concerned ( unleſs they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, 
which ſuch men are very hardly brought to do ) with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto di- 
vers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer ,' the 014 0bjeitions muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new ones 
more then formerly had been made, to makg the number ſwell. In fine, great importunities were uſed to His Sacred Majeſty, that the 
ſaid Book, might be Reviſed , and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions thereunto made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of 
tender Conſciences: Whereunto His Majeſty out of His pious Inclination to give ſatisfation ( ſo far as could be reaſonably expetted )) to 
all bis Subjetts of what perſwaſion ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend. . : HY 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, as we fend to have been uſed in the like caſe in former times, And 
therefore of the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto us, we have rejeSca all ſuch as were either of dangerous conſequence ( as ſecretly ſtriking 
at ſome eſtabliſhed Do#rine, or laudable Prattiſe of the Church of England, or indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt or elſe of 
70 conſequence at all, but utterly frivolod and vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tendred to ws ( by what perſons, under what preten= 
ces, or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred ) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſzte or expedient, we have willingly and of our own accord aſ= 

ſented unto : Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing us of the neceſſity of making the jaid Alterations : For we are 
fully perſwaded in our Fudgments ( and we here profeſs it to the world ') that the Book, \as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not con- 
tain in it any thing contrary to the Word of God , or to ſound Dottrine, or which a godly man may not with a good conſcience uſe and 
ſubmit unto, or which is not fairly defenſible againſt any that ſpall oppoſe the Same 3 if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favourable conſtrus 
tion as in Common Equity ought to be allowed to all Humane Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, and even tothe very 
beſt Tranſlations of the Foly Scripture it ſelf. : 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to gratifie this or that party in any their unreaſonable demands ; but to do that, 
which to our beſt underſtandings we conceived might moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace and Unity in the Church; the procuring of Re- 
verence,and exciting of Piety and Devotion in the Publick Wor ſhip of God; and the cutting off occaſion from them that ſeek, o:caſion of cavil, 
or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the Chzrch, And as to the ſeveral variations from the former Book, whether by Alteration, Addition, or 
otherreiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this general account, Tkat moſt of the Alterations were made, either firſt, for the better direttion of them 
that are to officiate in any part of Divine Service z which x chiefly done in the Kalendars and Kubrick : Or ſecondly, fer the more proper 
exreſſing of ſome words or phraſes of ancient uſage in terms more Jutable to the Janguage of the preſent times, and the clearer explanation 
of p56 other words and phraſes, that were either of doubiful ſignification , or otherwiſe liable to xy re war : Or thirdly, for a more 

perfe@ rendring of ſuch portions of holy Scripture ,as are inſerted into the Liturgy, which , in the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in 
Terps places are now ordered to be read according to the laſt Tranſlation : And that it was thought convenient, that ſome Prayers and 


Thankegivings fitted to ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be added in therr due places; particularly for thoſe at Sea, together with an Office for the 
Baptiſm of ſuch us are of riper years ; which, although not ſo neceſſary when the former Book was compiled, yet by the growth of Anabap- 
tiſm, through the licentzouſneſs of the late times crept in among ſt us, is now become neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for the Baptizing 
of Natives in our Plantations , and others converted tothe Fanth, If any man, who ſhall deſire a moye particular account of the ſeveral 
Alterations in any part of the Liturgy , ſta!l take the pains to compare the preſent Book with the former ;, we doubt not but the reaſon of the 
change may eaſily appear. | 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this weighty Affair, as in the ſight of God , and to approve our ſincerity therein 
'( ſo fir as layin us ) to the conſciences of all men, although we frw zt 3mpoſſible ( in ſuch variety of apprebenſions, humours, and 
zntereſts as are in the worlJ ) to pleaſe all z nor can expett that men of fatious, peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any 
thing that can be done in this kind by any other then themſelves : Tet we have good hope, that what 3s here preſented, and hath been by the 
Convocations of both Provinces with Meat diligence examined and approved, will be alſo well accepted and approved by all ſober, peaceadle, 
and truly conſcientious ſons of the Church of England. |

nor been corrupted : As among other things, it may plainly appear by the Common Prayers in the Church, commonly 
called Divize Service, The firſt original and Srouns whereof, if a man would ſearch out by rhe ancient Fathers, he ſhall find 
that the ſame was not ordained, bur of a good purpoſe, and for a great advancement of godlineſs. For they fo ordered the 


"Lo was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well deviſed, or fo ſure eſtabliſhed, which, in continuance of time, hath 


matter, that all the whole Bible ( or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once every year; intending t x 
that the Clergy, and hs pegs ſuch as were Miniſters in the Congregation, ſhould ( by often reading, and itation 
Gods Word) be ſtirred up ro godlineſs themſelves, and be more able to exhort others. by wholſom do&rine, and to con- 


fure them that were Adverſaries to the truth ; and further, that the people ( by daily hearing of holy Scriptures read in the 
Church ) might continually profit more and more in the knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed with the love of his: © 
true Religion. | 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers hath been fo altered, broken, and neg- 
le&ed, by planting in uncertain Stories, and Legends, with mu{fitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Reperirions, Commemora- 
tions, and Synodals ; that commonly , when any Book of the Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters were read out, 
all the reſt were unread. And in this ſort the Book of 1/azah was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſis in Septuageſema;, 
but they were onely begun, and never read through : After like ſort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover, 
whereas S. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they mh underſtand, and have profit oy | 
hearing the ſame 5 The Service in this Church of England theſe many years, hath been read in Larine to the people, which 
they underſtand not ; ſo that they have heard with their. ears onely, and cheir heart, ſpirit, and mind haye nor been edified 
rhereby. And furthermore notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the P/alms into ſeven Portions, whereof 
every one was called a Noit#rn : Now-of late time, a few of them have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, 
the number and hardneſs of the Rules called rhe Pze, and the manifold changings of the Service was the cauſe , that to turn: 
the Book onely was ſo hard 2nd intricate a matter, that many times there was more bufineſs to find our what ſhould be read,. 
then to read it when it was found our. 

. Theſe inconveniencies therefore conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be redrefſed. And for a 
readineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Kalendar for that p__ which is plain and eafic to be underſtood 3 wherein 
(ſo much as may be ) the reading of holy Scripture is ſo ſet forth, thar all things ſhall be done in order, without breaking one 
piece from another. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things as did break the continual 
courſe of the reading of the Scripture. | | 

Yer, becauſe there is no remedy , bur that of neceſlity there muſt be ſome Rules z therefore certain Rules are hereſer forthz: 
which, as they are few in number, ſo they are plain and eafie to beunderſtood. So that here you have an Order for Prayer,and- 
for the Reading of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers,and a great deal more profita-- 
ble and commodious,then that which of late was uſeq, It is more profitable, becauſe here are lefr out many things, whereof 
ſome are untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious ; and nothing is ordained ro be read, bur the very pure Word: 
of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which is agreeable ro the ſame 3 and thar inſuch a language and order, as is moſt eaſie and 

Lerianting both of the readers and hearers. Ir is alſo more commodious, . borh for the ſhortneſs thereof, and: 
for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the Rules be few and eafie, _ B- : 

And whereas heretofore there hath been grear diverſity in ſaying and ſinging in Churches within this Realm ; ſome following: 
Salisbury Uſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of Bangor, ſome of Tork, ſome of Lincoln; now from henceforth all the 
whole Realm ſhall haye but one Uſe.

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo pon ſer forth, but doubts may ariſc in the uſe and praiſe of the ſame; » one all 
ſach diverſity (if any ariſe ) and for the reſolution of all doubts, concerning the manner how to underſtand, do, execute 
the things contained in this Book z rhe parties that ſo doubt, or diverſly rake any thing, ſhall alway reforr ro the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall rake order for the quieting and appeaſing of the ſame; ſo thar the ſame order be not con- 
trary to any thing contained in this Book. And if the Biſhop of rhe Dioceſs be in doubr, then he may ſend for the reſolution

from a picee of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted ro their o1d cuſtoms; and again on the other ſide, ſome be ® 
ſo new-fangled, that they would innovate all things, and fo deſpiſe the old, thar nothing can like them, bur thar is new : Ir was * 
thoughrexpedient not ſo much to haye reſpe& how to pleaſe and fatisfie either of theſe partics, as-how to pleaſe God, and pro=- * þ 
fit them both. And yer leſtany man ſhould be offended, whom good reaſon might ſarisfie, here be certain cauſes rendred, why * 
ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kepr ſtill. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath ſo increafed in rheſe latter days, that the bur 


den of them was intolerable ; whereof Saint Auguſtine in his time complained, that they were grown to ſuch a number,thar 


the eſtate of Chriſtian people was in worſe caſe concerning that marter, rhen were the Jews. And he counſelled, that ſuch 
oke and burden ſhould be raken away, as time would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would S. Auguſtine have ſaid, if he had 
bes the Ceremonies of late days uſed among usz whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared'!? This 
our exceflive multitude of Ceremonies was fo great, and many of them ſo dark; that they did more confound and darken, 
then declare and ſet forth Chriſts benefirs unto us. And beſides this, Chrifts Goſpel is not a Ceremonial Law,. ( as much of 
Moſes Law was) bur it is a Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure or ſhadow, bur in the freedom of -rhe ſpirit ; 
being content onely with thoſe Ceremonies which do ſerve to a decent Order, and godly Dibiline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir 
up the dul] mind of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpecial fignification, whereby he might 
be edified. Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the aboliſhmenr of certain Ceremonies was, That they were ſo far abuled, 
partly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought more their 
own lucre, then the glory of God, thar the abuſes could not well be raken away, the rhing remaining 11, 
But now as concerning thoſe _ which peradventure will be offended, for that fome of the o1d Ceremonies are re- 
rained (till; Tf they conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it is not poſſible to Keep any Order, or quiet Diſcipline in the 
Church, rhey ſhall eaſily perceive juſt cauſe ro reform their judgments. And if they think much, that any of the o1d do re- 


main, and would rather have all deviſed anew : Then ſuch men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, {urely where 
the old may be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprove the old onely for their age, without bewraying of their own 


folly. For in ſuch a caſe they ought rather to have reverence unto them for their antiquity, if they will declare themſelves to 


' be more ſtudious of unity and concord, then of innovations and new-fangleneſs, which (as much as may be with true ſetting 


forth of Chriſts Religion ) is always to be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch thall have no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved 
to be offended. For as thoſe are taken away which were moſt abuſed, and did burden mens conſciences withour any cauſe ; ſo 
the other that remain , are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt cauſes) may be altered and changed, and 
therefore are nor to be eſtcemed equal with Gods Law. And moreover, they be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but are 
ſo ſer forth, that every man may underſtand what they do mean , and to what uſe they do ſerve. $0 that it is not like that 
they in time to come ſhould be abuſcd as other have been. And in theſe our doings we condemn no other Nations, nor pre- 
feribe any thing but to our own people onely : For we think it convenient, that every Countrey ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as 
they fhall think beſt ro the ſetting forth of Gods honour and glory, and to the reducing of the people to a moſt perte& and 
eodly living, without errour or ſuperſtition; and that they ſhould pur away other things, which from time to time they per= 


<cive to þe moſt abu(ed, as in mens ordinances ir often chanceth diverſly in divers Countreys,

of the holy Communion doth nothing elſe 
but increaſe your damnation. 'There- _ 
fore 1f any of you. be a blaſphemer of 
God, an hinderer or flanderer of his: 
Word;an adalteter, or be'in malice, or en-* 
vy,or in any other grievous crime ; Repent 
your of your ſins, or elſe come not to 
that holy Table, leſt. after the: taking: 
of that holy Sacrament”, the devil en- 
ter into you, as he entred into Judas, 
and fill you full of all iniquities, and 
bring you to deſtruction both of body 
and ſoul. 

And becauſe it is requiſite, .that noman 
ſhould come to the holy Communion, but” 
with a full truſt in Gods mercy, and with 
a quiet conſcience; therefore if there be 
any of you who by this means cannot quiet 
his own conſcience herein , but requireth 
further comfort or counſel ; let him come. 
to me, or to ſome other diſcreet and lear- 
ned Miniſter of Gods Word , and open 
his grief, that by the miniſtery of Gods 
holy Word he may receive the benefit of 
Abſolution, together with. ghoſtly coun- 
ſel and advice, to the quieting of his 
conſcience, and avoiding of all ſcruple and 
doubtfulneſs. 


CE Or incaſe he ſhall ſee the people negligent to come to

eaſily accepted and allowed before God. 
If any man fay, I am a grievous fin- 
ner, and therefore am afraid to come: 
wherefore then do ye not repent and 
amend 2 When God calleth you, are 


yet not aſhamed to fay you will not 
come? When ye ſhould return to God, 
will ye excuſe your ſelves, and ſay ye 
are not ready ? Conſider earneſtly with 
your ſelves, how little ſach feigned ex- 
cuſes will avail before God. They that 
refuſed the feaſt in the Goſpel , becauſe 
\ they had bought a farm , or would try 
their yokes of oxen, or becauſe they were 
married, were not ſo excuſed, but counted 
unworthy of the heavenly feaſt. I for my 
part ſhall be ready, and according to 
mine Office, I bid you in the name of 
God, I call you in Chriſts behalf, I ex- 
hort you, as you love your own falva- 
tion, that ye will be partakers of this 
holy Communion. And as the Son of 
God did vouchſafe to yield up his ſoul 
by death upon the Croſs for your falva- 
tion: fo it 1s your duty to receive the. 
Communion, in remembrance of the ſa- 
critice of his death , as he himſelf hath 
commanded : Which if ye ſhall neglect 
to do, conſider with your ſelves how 
great injury ye do unto God, and how 
ſore puniſhment hangeth over your heads' 
for the ſame; when ye wilfully abſtain 


from the Lords Table, and ſeparate 
from your brethren, who come to feed on 
the banquet of thatmoſt heavenly food.
